The scenes at Johaaon'a warehouse, 
where th« nine i^groea warn e^llned. 
and whlck la nam tiled with the dead 
and dying, |« a ravolting and mlaer- 
able one. 

Blood covers the flobr and blackened 
walla ace indantad with rifle ahota. 
Wives and cMld^n of negreea are 

kneeling by their side In the dimly- 
lighted room nd piercing the air with 
cries and moajis of anguislh 

Tl|e hodlea of the dead Mfraaa have 
dot fteen removed. The conmer has 
been notified of the phooting, and will 
empanel a Jury atM>iit noon.

He subse- 
quently studied law and practiced for a 
Hme at Massillon. 

In 1849, he founded a Free Soil news- 
paper in Coshocton, aad la 1862 estab- 
lished a Whig lumwfitftg la Cleve- 
land. 

In 1S.'>4, he hecamr one of the or- 
ganizers of the Republican party, and 
since that time bad been prominent in 
its councils. He removed to Chicago, 
and in 1856 became one of the owners 
of The Tribune. 

He was a member o the Illinois con- 
stitutional convention of 1870, and the 
author of the Miaority rcpreacntatiou 
clauae, aad la •1871 waa a member of 
the United States civil service com- 
mission. He was elected mayor nf 
Chicago in the same year, and lafei 
spent some time in Europe. On his 
return he purchased a cootrolUag in- 
terest In The Tribuna, and had alace 
been its editor-in-chlcf.

At the meetlog Wednesday afternoon 

to organize a Ladtgg League, President 
John Duley of the Board of Trade was 
present to lend bis encouragement to the 
movement.

I am gratified to see this nnmbw preeant here 
Ihla afternoon, from the laet that the annonnoi- 
ment In the pnpera of the meeting of the ladles 
seemed to create a panic among them for fear 
they might bt called uppn to sign a pledge to 
limit their shopping to the city of Maytrllle. At 
the very outset let me dlaabuse your minds in 
TSgard to this feature. NoBUch pledge, no sm li 
promise will be asked of any one here. Hut we 
dotnut that lieiore leaving lu re the iiuportance 
of this meetlOK will be so iinpre.vsed upon your 
miuds thai yon will go away from here feeling a 
new responsibility re.'.tins upon you, ami with a 
firm iletermiiintion that come wimt may. you 
will do your part in earryiug forward the iireat 
movement, which we hope to inaogniate. I he- 
ieve with Sbakespeare,— 

"There l.s a tide in the afTalrs of men. 
Which, taken at the flood, leadson to fortune: 
Omitted, all the voyage of their life 
Is lM)und in *he shallows and in mlaeries. 
On such a full sea we are now afloat. 
And we must take the canent wtea It sorvaa. 
Or lose our ventures."
